PITTSBURG, Oct. 7.—Pittsburg’s 
fog problem may be solved this win-

Lubrication 
of the Monongahela 
river is the keynote of an idea which 
is being developed at the Mellon In­ 
stitute. 
Dr. H. B. Metier, dean of 
the School of Mines of the Univer­ 
sity of Pittsburgh and officials of 
the W ar Department and weather 
bureau are cooperating. 
The Monongahela, 
according to 
scientists, Is the chief villain in Pit­ 
tsburg’s fog troubles. 
The river 
which is warmer than the air sweep 
ing through the valley, gives up a 
portion of its w ater which rises as 
vapor and quickly cools. 
A film of oil prevents this union 
but the problem for the investiga­ 
t o r at Mellon institute was to con­ 
coct a mixture that could be used 
at a reasonable expense.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 7.— 
The open country, with its babbling 
brooks and boundless freedom, still 
has a strong hold on the men confin- j 
ed within the gray walls of the state 
penitentiary here, wniie the women ! 
prisoners live back in their days ofj 
romance, 
according ot observations 
made of the convicts* reading by the 
Rev. L P. Langley, chaplain and li­ 
brarian of the institution. 
The men 
convicts, 
the Rev. Mr. 
Langley said today, like stories of 
adventure—hunting, marine life and 
of the outdoors in general—while the 
women 
show a decided 
preference 
for love tales. 
For it is in reading 
stories ot romance that the women 
have in makebelieve their love af­ 
fairs which society has denied them 
In reality. 
So it is with men In reading stories 
of adventure, the chaplain explained. 
Adventure is a necessary part of a 
man’s life and the only way he can 
obtain it in prison is through his 
reading. 
Men also show a keen desire for 
stories of home life, according to the 
chaplain, and many of the most popu­ 
lar books are those that tell stories 
the settings of which are around the 
family hearth. 
Through stories of 
this type the men prepare themselves 
to be better citizens when society is 
ready to take them back. 
In fact, men show a diversity in 
their reading preferences—a diversi­ 
ty that is decidedly more marked 
htan it is among the women. 
His­ 
tory and biography 
also 
appeal to 
them, whereas, the Rev. Mr. Langley 
said, love stories are about all that 
appeal to 
the 
feminine 
convict s 
mind. 
On the other hand, romaneo 
plays little part 
in the men’s read­ 
ing. 
Exclusive of stories of adventure 
and home life, biography and history 
are liked best by the male prisoners, 
Chaplain Langley said. 
This he at­ 
tributed to the belief that in reading 
what great men have done after over­ 
coming great difficulties the prison­ 
ers see there still is a chance for 
them. 
The prisoners compare them­ 
selves with the outstanding figures 
of history and maybe see a similarity 
to their own boyhood days or get an 
idea as to the way they hope to 
mould their lives on being discharg­ 
ed. 
W hile there are all kinds of books 
among the approximately 8,000 vol­ 
umes in circulation in the prison li­ 
brary, about 5 per cent of the books 
are fiction. In addition to the books, 
126 magazine are 
circulated 
each 
month within the walls.
